GAY, LESBIAN-TARGETED STATION HITS TORONTO RADIO DIAL 
Last Updated: Monday, April 16, 2007 | 1:29 PM ET CBC Arts 


A new station, billed as Canada's first mainstream, commercial radio 
station aimed at a gay and lesbian audience, hit Toronto's airwaves 
and launched on the internet Monday. 


The people behind 103.9 Proud FM say they hope to add diversity to 
the radio dial by exploring issues and stories relevant to Canada's 
gay and lesbian community 6 voices they say are largely unheard 
elsewhere. 


Though best known for their Life Network and CBC-TV cooking show 
What's For Dinner?, Ken Kostick and Mary Jo Eustace have also teamed 
up to host Proud FM's morning show, called What's For Breakfast? 


Kostick said he welcomes the chance to present more of his own 
perspectives to listeners of the station, operated by Rainbow Media 
Group Inc. 


"It's a wonderful opportunity for me to [say] what I want to say 
about the world out there," he told CBC News, adding that it hasn't 
been something he's been able to do, "especially on a cooking show." 


Comedians Deb Pearce and Maggie Cassella are among the other hosts of 
Proud FM shows. 


The station managers said they hope to attract more than 400,000 
local listeners from across the city and even more via live streaming 
online with their mix of news and music programming. 


Describing its musical offerings as a blend of everything from Top 40 
to hit anthems from the 1970s, 1980s and 1990s, the station has also 
vowed to play a minimum of 40 per cent Canadian content. 


10-year project 


Proponents of the new station have been working to get the project 
off the ground for about 10 years. The Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission, the country's federal broadcast 
regulator, approved a licence for the station last year. 


However, the fledgling Proud FM has already encountered some 
controversy. According to a report in the Globe and Mail, one of its 
early partners, publisher Pink Triangle Press and its influential gay 
and lesbian-targeted newspaper Xtra, withdrew its support from the new 
station because of a disagreement over elements of the approved CRTC 
licence. 


Also, others have questioned just how much of the station's staff 6 
from management to producers to hosts 6 actually represent and hail 
from the gay and lesbian community. 


Controversy aside, Kostick said he hopes Proud FM will eventually 
spark other commercial stations to include a greater variety of 
voices in their own programming. 


In the U.S., MTV Networks counts gay and lesbian channel Logo among 
its offerings. Twist, a syndicated program targeting gay and "gay- 
adjacent" communities, also broadcasts via AOL internet radio and on 
FM stations in major cities across the U.S. (via Kevin Redding, ABDX 
via DXLD) Call sign not even mentioned (gh)

- Deanovec SW site is broadcasting Voice of Croatia feed on 6165 kHz 
(1200-0800 UT) and on 9830 kHz (0800-1200 UT) every day 


- Croatian Radio 1 no longer on SW (only some portions which are 
included in Voice of Croatia) 


- German service of Voice of Croatia is finally functional, but only 
one 5 minute transmission per day at 1900 UT. Since this new language 
is still not in schedules on http://www.hrt.hr I can't tell if this is 
daily or just Mon-Fri. 


- It is possible that Voice of Croatia is broadcasting in French 
language also, because they planned it couple years ago. If this is 
true, possible airtime would be at 2100 UT or at 1800 UT. 


This is only my guess, because they replaced news feed from HR1- 
domestic at 1900 UT with a German news program, and the next HR1 news 
feeds in the evening are at 1800 and 2100 UT. 


Just to correct B. Trutenau: 


Yes, HRHB ((Hrvatski) Radio Herceg-Bosne) is a 24-hour program for 
Croatians in Bosnia-Herzegovina, but it airs programs from Mostar, 


which is in Bosnia. It (till now ) can be heard on FM transmitters in 
Bosnia and 1 FM transmitter in Croatia (near border with Bosnia). 
Voice of Croatia regularly retransmits this program to entire world 
at 1430-1500 UTC Mon-Fri on SW, MW, satellite and over the internet. 


So, now with 100% certainty I can tell the following is the current 
frequency schedule of Voice of Croatia:

I tuned in on Monday 
at 2100 UT but heard only Prvi program instead, indicating that this 
was meant to be the CET time instead (Kai Ludwig, ibid.)

1946- 1010 kHz- CMX Havana now down to 10,000 watts, with a shortwave 
relay COCX on 11650 with 1,000 watts. [this must be the one --- gh] 


1950- 1010 kHz- CMX Havana now gone. 1010 kHz is now CMZ Havana (From 
1260 kHz) with 10,000 watts DA. 


1951- 1010 kHz CMZ now with 5,000 watts Non-DA with a CP for 25,000 
watts DA. 


1958- 1010 kHz is now CMBQ with 5,000 watts. Holds a CP for 25,000 
watts Non-DA. CMZ Havana has moved to 1560 kHz (A Cuban Clear Channel) 
with 5,000 watts. 


1968- CMBQ Havana has moved to 1060 kHz with 5,000 watts day, 1,000 
watts night. 1010 kHz is now occupied by CMKM Holguin with 5,000 
watts. 


1974- 1010 kHz has CMKM Holguin with 5,000 watts, and CMAS Pinar del 
Rio with 250 watts. 


1983- 1010 kHz CMKM Holguin is now CMKE down to 1,000 watts. Also on 
1010 kHz is CMAM Guane with 10,000 watts (It was on 1000 kHz with 250 
watts), and CMGE Sancti-SplIritus with 250 watts.

Zimbabwe is shortly to roll out a 24-hour shortwave radio station 
called News 24/7 in the aim of countering what it says is a barrage of 
foreign propaganda - among others from VOA which provides 90 minutes 
of news to Zimbabwe five nights a week. News 24/7 will inaugurate 
programming on Wednesday, April 18 - Independence Day in Zimbabwe - 
broadcasting from Gweru, capital of Midlands Province. 


Reports said the around-the-clock news operation is being funded by 
Iran at a cost of Z2$8.9 billion - about US$35.6 million at the 
official exchange rate though more like US$6 million at the prevailing 
parallel market rate of Z$15,000 per greenback. Information Minister 
Sikhanyiso Ndlovu declined to comment on the new station until after 
it is launched next Wednesday. 


Deputy Information Minister Bright Matonga confirmed to parliament 
earlier this year that the government is jamming foreign broadcasts 
from VOA's Studio 7 and London-based SW Radio Africa. Zimbabwe has not 
authorized any private broadcasters to operate. Gweru residents told 
correspondent Taurai Shava of VOA's Studio 7 for Zimbabwe that they 
consider the shortwave project to be a waste of money given that the 
state broadcasting monopoly already operates a number of radio 
stations. 


Media analysts said Harare's launch of the station would further 
tighten its grip on an already constricted media environment, and that 
its statement that it wants to tell "the true Zimbabwe story,i means 
that it wants to spread its own propaganda wider. 


News 24/7 will operate under state-controlled Zimbabwe Broadcasting 
Holdings and will be headed by former senior ZBC broadcaster Happison 
Muchechetere. For perspective on the new media venture, reporter 
Ndimyake Mwakalyelye turned to experts Andrew Moyse, coordinator of 
the Media Monitoring Project of Zimbabwe, and Rashweat Mukundu,

No jamming was ever noted tho 
there were some extraneous noises at times, seemingly from the phone 
connexion to the interviewee. 


At 1730 began *‘Newsreel’*, and at 1733 I started rolling tape for the 
rest of the broadcast. Mentioned they now had * ‘multiple frequencies’ * 
but no details yet. Some of the accented English was hard to 


understand here. 1740 another mention of Newsreel; 1751 ID and into 
interview mixing vernacular with English, about people who had been 
imprisoned, etc. The vernacular included English words or expressions 
periodically, making one wonder if the rest of it was really some kind 
of English. Perhaps someone can explain some easy ways to distinguish 
Shona from Ndebele. 


1802 ID, **SW Radio Africa, Zimbabwe's independent voice’* and 
Newsreel continued with headlines. Most of this was about Zim's 
independence day, but nothing to celebrate tnx to what Mugabe has done 
to the country. 1806 another mention of multiple frequencies, and 
finally some music. By this time 11975 had improved to even better 
reception than at the beginning. Finally at 1811 gave 4880, 11775, 
11810 and 12035, but not the one I was listening to, 11975, which is 
considered experimental. 1812 ‘‘In the Balance’* promoting 
independence day speeches to follow by opposition leaders, and 
*“*Letter from the Diaspora’ * 


1829 in progress a commentary on Mugabe from Mrs. Grace Mugabe's 
presumed point of view. 1831 ‘‘Reporters’ Forum’*. Taped the rest but 
have not listened to it yet. 


So some of the new frequencies are quite successful here and give us a 
chance to listen to SWRA. The only minor interference problem was 
chirping from Rai on 11970 at 1734, but after the IS was over, no 
problem, including music at lower audio frequencies at 1749. 


This step-up in SWRA transmissions on short notice eclipses the much- 
publicized *‘News 24°*° external SW service the Mugabe regime is 
supposedly starting today. None of the press about it has ever given 
any hint as to frequencies. All we can do is suggest trying the 
existing domestic SW frequencies, 3306 or 3396 or 4828, or in the 
daytime 6045. If News 24 actually starts on additional frequencies, 
that will mean fewer transmitters available for jamming SWRA and other 
opposition transmissions; what a coincidence. 


While I was monitoring SWRA, I also checked VOA’s Studio 7 for 
Zimbabwe on 15775 --- Morocco, but switches to S,o TomE at 1800-1830. 
At 1714 it was F-G at peaks, in non-English. 


It*s no coincidence either that there is a pile-up of opposition 
broadcasts at the same hour, not only since it is prime evening time, 
but to strain the jamming resources: V. of the People, via Madagascar 
is at 1700-1800 on 7120, but of course not audible here at mid-day 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Solar-terrestrial indices for 17 April follow. Solar flux 69 and mid- 
latitude A-index 8. The mid-latitude K-index at 1800 UTC on 18 April 


was 2 (16 nT). No space weather storms were observed for the past 24 
hours. No space weather storms are expected for the next 24 hours (SEC 
via DXLD) 


There is a really remarkable collision on 11775: From 1800 (carrier on 
always some minutes earlier) this frequency is occupied by the Chinese 
Kashi site, carrying CRI in German, here in eastern Germany entirely 
overriding SWRA (if the faint carrier I had on 11775 was them at all). 
I suspect the Kashi signal still provides some "nice" jamming in 
Zimbabwe. On 4880 I heard immediately after 1800 an equal mix of 
presumed SWRA- Meyerton and a numbers station, neither CynthIA nor 
Lincolnshire Poacher but something else (still familiar, insiders 
would no doubt recognize the origin), resulting in a mess with heavy 
SAH here. Coincidence or another kind of jamming? The other 
frequencies were in the clear; 11975 quite faint, 12035 and 11810 (the 
latter with a one syllable delay) rather strong (Kai Ludwig, Germany, 
dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST)

with fair/good signals on both 11975 and 12035 kHz. 11810,11775 and 
4880 are not being heard at my place, maybe due to strong local RFI 
from the PC!!

The geomagnetic field was at quiet to unsettled levels at middle 
latitudes while high latitudes ranged from quiet to minor storm 
levels. The period began as a recurrent coronal hole high speed stream 
moved into a geoeffective position. Solar wind speed at ACE initially 
increased to approximately 490 km/s, while the IMF Bz fluctuated 
between +11 to -8 nT by midday on 09 April. The geomagnetic field 
responded with unsettled to active conditions at high latitudes while 
middle latitudes observed quiet to unsettled conditions. Solar wind 
speed declined slightly early on 10 April before increasing again to a 
maximum of 560 km/s early on 12 April. The IMF Bz fluctuated between 
+9 to -6 nT just after midday on 10 April, causing unsettled 
conditions in the geomagnetic field. By 11 April through early on 12 
April, the IMF Bz did not vary much between +/-3 nT. By midday on 12 
April, a prolonged period of southward Bz caused minor storm 
conditions at high latitudes, while only quiet to unsettled conditions 
were observed at middle latitudes. Thereafter, until the end of the 
period, the solar wind speed declined to background levels. The 
geomagnetic field was quiet at middle and high latitudes. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 APRIL - 14 MAY 2007 


Solar activity is expected to continue at very low levels. No proton 
events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 MeV 
electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to reach high levels 
on 18 April and again during 29 April - 07 May. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to unsettled 
levels through 19 April. A recurrent coronal hole high-speed stream is 
expected to disturb the field during 20 - 21 April. Predominantly 
unsettled to minor storm levels are expected with isolated major storm 
periods possible. Quiet to unsettled conditions are expected during 22 
- 27 April. Another round of coronal hole effects is expected during 
28 - 29 April with unsettled to major storm conditions expected. 
Mostly quiet conditions are expected for the balance of the period.
